LAST SATURDAY NIGHT I SPOKE IN 
the new building, 40x100 feet, of 
the Berean Baptist Church, Rev. 
Del Fehsenfeld pastor. Brother 
Fehsenfeld is the man who was 
ousted by court order of a Roman 
Catholic judge, on the petition of 
two officials of the Central Bap- 
tist Seminary and a Baptist mis- 
sionary, all representing’ the 
Northern Baptist Convention forc- 
es, who lined up with some lodge 
members, drinkers, and worldlings 
against the pastor and against the 
majority of a church. The good 
Christians in the church simply 
followed the pastor, the chairman 
of the board of deacons, the trus- 
tees and other good Christian 
leaders, in a new church, the 
Berean Baptist. It now has 152 
members. 

The building was packed for the 
opening Saturday night when I 
spoke. While the new church was 
meeting in a tent during the erec- 
tion of this first unit of their build- 
ing, their regular offerings have 
been $315.00 per week, $50 more 
than the former budget of the 
Argentine Baptist Church from 
which they left, besides over $2,000 
building fund offerings in the 
month. This church has_ been 
greatly interested in our campaign 


- and many of its members, includ- 


ing the pastor and his family, have 
driven twelve or fifteen miles 
nightly to attend. God is richly

“Reckon On God's Faithtulness”

“And Jesus answering saith unto them, Have faith in 
God. For verily I say unto you, That whosoever shall say 
unto this mountain, Be thou removed, and be thou cast into 
the sea; and shall not doubt in his heart, but shall believe 
that those things’ which he saith shall come to pass; he shall 
have whatsoever he saith. Therefore I say unto you, What 
things soever ye desire, when ye pray, believe that ye receive 
them, and ye shall have them.”—Mark 11:22-24. 


Years ago Hudson Taylor called my attention to these 
words of our Lord, and told me of the immense blessing they 
had been to him, in the early day of the China Inland Mis- 
sion. He said that on his return from his first visit to China, 
he was deeply impressed with the need to plant missionaries 
in inland China. Up to that time, they were principally located 
on the coast.

sis, the two sons of Adam and Eve 
Cain and Abel—bring their of- 
ferings to God. Cain was a farmer 
and brought of the fruit of the 
field, Abel was a keeper of sheep 
and brought an offering of the 
flock—a blood offering. God had 
respect to the blood offering of 
Abel, but the offering of Cain—not 
a blood offering—was unacceptable 
to the Lord. 

God rained the plagues upon 
Pharaoh and the Egyptians. The 
last of the plagues is described in 
the twelfth chapter of Exodus. 
The Lord reveals to Moses the 
approaching visit of the death an- 
gel, the slaying of the firstborn in 
every Egyptian family. A way of 
escape from this awful visitation 
of God’s wrath is provided. It is a 
way of blood. The Israelites are 
instructed to strike the blood of 
the lamb on the lintel and side- 
posts of the door, and ‘‘When I see 
the blood, I will pass over you.” 
Doubtless there were those in 
Goshen who exclaimed, “We do 
not believe in slaughterhouse, 
butcher shop religion.” But God’s 
way was then, has always been, is 
now, and ever shall be, the blood- 
stained way. 

In Leviticus the Jewish, sacrifi- 
cial system is inaugurated. In the 
fourth chapter, God gives instruc- 
tion concerning the sin offering, 
the offering to be made to atone 
for the sins of the people. It is 
a blood offering. The priest is to 
sprinkle the blood upon the altar. 

In I Corinthians 5:7, the Apos- 
tle Paul declares) “For even Christ 
our passover is sacrificed for us.” 
This is a statement bearing out 
the truth of the text of this mes- 
sage from the ninth chapter of 
Hebrews. With the coming of the *

thought was constantly turning to- 
wards him and she was rejoiced to 
learn that he was prepared to do 
all in his power to help them. The 
only difficulty lay in the attitude 
of a yet closer kinsman, who might 
assert his prior claim. 

The solution of the matter had 
to be decided by the village coun- 
cil. Hour after hour passed in their 
leisurely formalities. In the mean- 
while the two women awaited the 
verdict. The elder woman had 
faith in the care of God's provi- 
dence and felt sure that all would 
be well. Ruth, who was _ sitting 
with her in their tent, found it 


feverish with excitement and un- 
able to contain herself amid the 
lights and shadows that chased 
each other across her heart. Fin- 
ally Naomi could bear it no longer, 
and said, “Sit still) my daughter, 
sit still! We have put the matter 
into our kinsman’s hands. We can 
certainly trust him. The man will 
not be in rest, till he has finished 
the matter today. Sit still! Sit 
still!’ So it befell! Presently there 
was a step along the street, and 
Boaz entered to say that all was 
settled. The next kinsman had 
withdrawn his claims and the way 
was clear for him to adjust the 
property and the field, and to take 
Ruth in marriage. After the night 
of weeping came the morning of 
joy; and Ruth understood what 
her future husband had meant 
when he spoke of her resting _be- 
neath the wings of the Shechinah. 
So these two women were able to 
sit quietly waiting, because they 
trusted on the faithfulness’ of 
man. When we have: placed our 
cause and need in the hands of 
Christ, let us sit still, assured that 
He will not forsake nor fail! 
Sit still, my soul! Sit still! Rest in 
the Lord and wait patiently for 
Him! 

These three illustrations of the 
rest and peace which enter’ the 
heart that has learned to trust di- 
vine or human faithfulness, if 
carefully pondered, will point the 
way that we must tread, when we 
are troubled as to the issues and 
results of our prayers. Hand your 
burdens over to God by an act 
of child-like faith. Then trust in 
Him, and dare to believe that He 
has assumed entire responsibility. 
Make known your requests! Leave 
them with God! Trust His faithful 
care, do all that needs to be done! 
Go your way in peace! 

Reckon on God for forgiveness! 
Years ago I met an aged man who 
said that each night before he 
went to sleep he confessed all the 
sins he could remember, in order 
that if he should die in his sleep, 
he would be sure of going to God. 
“But,” I said, “is that not a terri- 
ble slur on God’s faithfulness?” 
Did He not say, “I will remember 
their sins no more’? Surely on our 
confession of sins, He blots them 
out forever! If we confess our sins, 
He is faithful and just to forgive 
them, and to cleanse them away 
forever! If we continue pleading 
for forgiveness of the same sins, 
day after day, year after year, 
are we not imputing infidelity to 
our heavenly Father! When God 
once forgives, He forgets! He casts 
all our sins into the depths of the 
sea. They will never be cast up 
upon the beach. 

If my grandchildren break a 
valuable vase, during their holiday 
visit to my home, and come at 
once to confess their sorrow, I 
will of course gladly forgive, and 
treat them as though the accident 
had never taken place. But, if, day 
after day, they come to confess 
the same accident and ask for for- 
giveness, would it not cut me to 
the quick! Should I feel that they 
mistrusted my attitude and my 
word! 
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And how deeply must it grieve 


God, our heavenly Father, if, after 
all His assurances, we still ask 
Him to forgive the same sins! We 
may be sorry that we ever trans- 
gressed. Such contrition is per- 
fectly consistent with the consci- 
ousness of forgiveness. Obvi- 
ously, we must constantly ex- 
amine ourselves when we come 
to prayer as to the manner 
in which we have been thinking, 
speaking, and acting in the inter- 
val, in case there is need for con- 
fession of some recent sin. We are 
constantly needing to have our 
feet washed, i.e., recent contact 
with men and things; but, as our 
Lord said, “He that has once been 
washed, needs only to wash his 
feet, but is clean every’ whit.” 
This, then, is our first lesson! 
Reckon on God’s absolute forgive- 
ness of confessed sin! And, at the 
same time, be equally careful to 
forgive others who may have sin- 
ned against you. Remember, also, 
the following verses—Mark 11:25, 
26. 


Reckon on God for Answers 
to Prayer 

When, once, thoughtfully, de- 
liberately, and_ believingly, you 
have handed the matter over to 
God, you must dare to believe that 
He has taken it in hand and that, 
though He may keep you waiting, 
He will not be at rest until He has 
finished it. ‘“‘The Lord will perfect 
that which concerneth me: His 
mercy endureth forever: He will 
not forsake the work of His own 
hands.” 


Prayer is the co-operation of the 
human spirit with the divine. As 
a slight noise will sometimes dis- 
lodge an avalanche, so the prayer 
of faith sets in motion the power 
of the ascended Christ. Believing 
prayer supplies the fulcrum on 
which God rests the lever of His 
omnipotence. In prayer there is 


human, so that, as the human. body 
of our Lord provided the channels 
along which the divine life-power 
was able to reach us, so the prayer 
of faith opens a wide channel by 
which God’s grace and providence 
may come to man. 

True prayer has two characteris- 
tics. First: we must allow the 
Holy Spirit to winnow away what 
is inconsistent with God’s will to 
grant. We cannot impose our will 
on God, but must wait for the so- 
lution of our life problems, which 
He will most certainly grant, 
sometimes by a flash, at other 
times by the slow unfolding of His 


problem in our own way, we must 
trust Him to deal with it in a 
better way; and He cannot fail. 


However long the interval, how- 
ever strong the combination of ad- 
verse circumstances, we may still 
our hearts, in the patience of un- 
wavering faith, sure that our Lord 
will not rest until He has finished 
the matter in hand, which we have 
entrusted to Him. Never forget to 
reckon on God’s faithfulness! That 
anchorage will never fail to hold!

Paul 
arrives in Ephesus just after Apol- 
los has left it. Catherine of Siena 
writes: ‘‘Henceforth, my daughter, 
do courageously and without hesi- 
tation those things, which, by the 
ordering of Providence, are put 
into thy hands; for, being armed 
by faith, thou wilt happily over- 
come all thine adversaries.”

Clifton W. Brannon, Evangelist 
of Longview, Texas, assisted by 
singer Joe Trussel of Houston, con- 
ducted a one week revival at Air- 
line Drive Baptist Church of Hous- 
ton early in October, in’ which 
there’ were 64 additions.

Rev. Tilson F. Maynard, pastor 
of Emanuel Baptist Church, Waco, 
Texas, says they have just closed 
one of the greatest revivals in 
their church they have ever had 
with Clifton W. Brannon preaching 
and Ken Howard leading’ the 
music. 


This was a one week revival, 
there were 94 decisions, with 46 
additions to the church. On Sun- 
day evening, the last service, there 
were 14 people joined for baptism, 
all adults except one.

Ten of thousands, whose biogra- 
phies have never been committed 
to the public press, have felt and 
obeyed the urge of the Spirit, to 
everlasting joy. : 

Our one act must be to wait on 
God further for guidance. We must 
keep our souls’ before Him, as a 
still lake. We must cast on Him 
the responsibility of opening the 
way, providing the funds, and in- 
clining our friends to acquiesce. 
The route, the companionship, the 
minding of things we are called 
to leave, the preparation of those 
that lie before, must be absolutely 
committed to His loving care and 
guidance. Everything will then be 
deftly and abundantly arranged. 
“Roll thy way upon the Lord; 
trust also in him; and he shall 
bring it to pass” (Psa.

You may over- 
hear a conversation, or come on a 
paragraph in the newspaper, con- 
taining the very information re- 
quired. The extraordinary series of 
events, which Samuel predicted as 
way-marks to Saul, will have their 
counterpart in your experience (I 
Sam. 10). “Lo, all these things 
doth God work twice, yea thrice, 
with a man, to bring back his 
soul from the pit and that He may 
be enlightened with the light of 
life.’ Outward incidents combine. 
with the inner life, as the light- 
house gleams with the readings of 
the chart in the captain’s room! 

Don’t worry! Don’t anticipate! 
Don’t fear! Don’t, like Saul, offer 
the sacrifice precipitately before 
Samuel arrives. Sit still, my soul, 
sit still! Jesus, whom thou has 
trusted, will not fail thee! He will 
not rest nor fail till He has 
finished that which thou hast com- 
mitted to His care! Reckon on the 
faithfulness of thy faithful Creator 
and Saviour! He cannot fail thee!

THE EDITORIAL POLICY OF THE 
SWORD OF THE LorD is vigorous, 
independent, Christian. That 
means that necessarily we get a 
good many kicks. There were a 
number of protests when we 
printed John T. Flynn’s chapter 
on “The Kingdom of God” show- 
ing how the Federal Council of 
Churches has had a strong in- 
fluence for socialism and collect- 
ivism, as against the American 
way of life, free enterprise, pri- 
vate ownership of property and 
business, etc. One pastor said that 
the Federal Council of Churches 
was “the only chance to get real 
Christians together.” Some wrote 
defending E. Stanley Jones, some 
defending Bishop Oxnam. A 
Southern Baptist cancelled his 
subscription because of the article 
in THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
“Should All Tithes Go Through 
the Church?” and several pastors 
protested. Ardent friends of the 
Northern Baptist Convention op- 
posed THE SWORD OF THE LORD be- 
cause it frankly exposed plans of 
Northern Baptist Convention lead- 
ers to dominate churches by legal 
means when possible, as in the 
case of Pastor Del Fehsenfeld and 
the Argentine Baptist Church, 
Kansas City, Kansas. A Pentecost- 
al pastor wrote berating me for 
being a Baptist. A Northern 
Baptist pastor was aroused against 
Southern Baptist — said some 


Southern Baptists raised tobacco, 


some smoked it. And he equally 
disliked Pastor Del Fehsenfeld, 
and this editor and Southern Bap- 
tists. Another pastor wrote scath- 
ingly of me because the work of 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD is inter- 
denominational, standing on a 
strict doctrinal basis of adherence 
to the Word of God and soul win- 
ning, but working with all who 
can conscientiously stand for the 
doctrinal position on the front 
page heading of THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp. Some dear Mennonite breth- 
ren and other pacifists write of 
me as ‘‘a war monger” because 
I say citizens should support the 
government and serve in the 
Armed Forces when necessary, A 
woman writes me to please stop 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD because 
in it I teach parents should whip 
children and make them mind. 
You see the editorial policy of 
THE SWORD OF THE LorD is for def- 
inite, plain, practical Bible teach- 
ing and preaching. This editor is 
in print on every important doc- 
trine in the Bible and on every 
prominent moral issue. So I hear 
and now publicly thank God for 
a ministry faithful enough to 
cause opposition. At least the 
curse of Jesus, “Woe unto you, 
when all men shall speak well of 
you!”

Are You Washed in the Blood? 


Consciousness of Sin Only By the 
Blood 

- Blood and sin are so closely re- 
lated in the Scripture that it may 
be said, “Without shedding of 
blood is NO CONSCIOUSNESS OF SIN,” 
So many people are not aware of 
the completely depraved nature of 
which they are constituted. They 
compare themselves with the vil- 
est of.sinners and consider them- 
selves to be “good moral people.” 
There is a reason for this lack of 
conviction, lack of consciousness 
of sin. People who do not realize 
the awfulness of their sin just 
never have seen themselves in the 
crimson mirror of Calvary’s cross. 
Once you have stood beneath the 
cross of Jesus, once you have seen 
how your sins mutilate His body 
and drain the blood from His 
veins, you will never again boast 
of your vaunted goodness. You will 
understand that you are included 
when the Word of God says: 

“All we like sheep have gone 
astray; We have turned every one 
to his own way; and the Lord hath 
laid on him the iniquity of us all.” 
(Isa. 53:6). 

“Behold, I was shapen in ini- 
quity; and in sin did my mother 
conceive me.” (Psa, 51:5). 

“The wicked are estranged from 
the womb: they go astray as soon 
as they be born” (Psa, 58:3). 

“For there is no difference; for 
all have sinned, and come short of 
the glory of God” (Rom 3:22, 23). 

“If we say that we have no sin, 
We deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us... If We say 
that We have not sinned, we make 
him a liar, and his word is not in 
us” (I John 1:8,10). 

There are too many people who

think more highly of themselves 
than they ought to think, If you 
have never killed anyone, never 
stolen, never committed adultery, 
you think God will overlook every- 
thing else. But the worse sin you 
can be guilty of is the rejection 
of the Son of God: “He that de- 
spised Moses’ law died without 
mercy under two or three wit- 
nesses: Of how much sorer pun- 
ishment, suppose ye, shall he be 
thought worthy, who hath trod- 
den under foot the Son of God, 
and hath counted the blood of the 
covenant wherewith he was sanc- 
tified, an unholy thing, and hath

done despite unto the Spirit of 
grace?” (Heb. 10:28, 29), 

Once you have gotten the right 
conception of Calvary, you will 
have gotten the right conception 
of your sin. Peter denied the Sav- 
iour, Judas betrayed him, Caiphas, 
Pilate, and Herod tried Him, the 
Jews and Romans crucified: Him, 
but back of Peter, back of Judas, 
back of Caiphas, ‘back of Pilate, 
.back of Herod, back of the Jews, 
back of the Romans, were your 
sins and mine. Our sins nailed Him 
to the tree. 

Saul of Tarsus, the arrogant 
Pharisee, boasted, “I am a Phari- 
see of the Pharisees, a Hebrew of 
the Hebrews, as touching the law, 
blameless.” But this same Saul, 
once he had seen the pierced Jesus 
on the Damascus road, once he had 
seen the brow pierced with many 
a thorn, once he had seen the 
hands with the nail prints, cried 
out, “O wretched man that I am!” 
The shedding of His blood makes 
one to know: 

“My sins laid open to the rod, 

The back which from the law 

was free; 
And the eternal Son of God, 

Received the stripes once due to 

me. 


“By me the sponge of vinegar and 
gall, 
Was placed upon His tongue; 
And when derision mocked His 
call, 
I stood the mocking crowd 
among. 


“It was for me upon a tree 
He died in agony. 


And now I give my life to live 
For Him Who died for me.” 


As the life ebbed away from the. 
Lord Jesus, one figure in that 
crucifixion mob understood better 
than anyone else what the dying 
of Jesus meant, See him as he 
slinks in the rear of the teeming 
thousands! See him as he slowly 
slips forward in the crowd! See 
him as he presses to the very foot 
of the cross in the center, Hear 
him as he whispers up to Jesus, 
“If you weren’t hanging there, I 
would be. I really deserve to be, 
but You are taking my place. I’m 
Barabbas whom the crowd chose 
instead of you. I really ought to 
be dying instead of you.” 

Oh friend, every one of us is 
Barabbas. “God made him to be 
sin who knew no sin, that we 
might become the righteousness 
of God in him.” “He was wounded 
for our transgressions; he was 
bruised for our iniquities; and 
with his stripes we are healed.” 


The thieves crucified with Jesus 
railed on Him, cursing Him, taunt- 
ing Him, “If thou be the Son of 
God, save thyself and us.” But as 
one of the thieves watched the 
blood drip from the brow, the 
hands, the feet of Jesus, he became 
convicted of his sin. He reprimand- 
ed the other thief, “This man hath 
done nothing amiss, but we deserve 
to die.” WE DESERVE TO DIE, The 
sight of the crimson flow from Im- 
manuel’s veins convicted him of 
his own sin, This consciousness of 
sin brought forth his plea for sal- 
vation. 
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‘Cleansing of Sin Only By the 
Blood 


Not only without shedding of 
blood is there no consciousness of 
sin, but also without shedding of 
blood is nO CLEANSING FROM, SIN. 

In Leviticus 17:11 we read: “It 
is the blood that maketh atone- 
ment for the soul.” 

Jesus teaches in Matthew 26:28, 
“This is my blood . . . which is 
shed for many for the remission 
of sins.” 

Atonement through the blood is 
taught throughout the New Testa- 
ment: 

“Feed the church of God, which 
he hath purchased with his own 
blood” (Acts 20:28); 

“Whom God hath set forth to 
be a propitiation through faith in 
his blood” (Rom. 3:25); 

“Being now justified by his 
blood, we shall be saved from 
wrath through him” (Rom, 5:9); 

“In whom we have redemption 
through his blood, even the for- 
giveness of sins’ (Eph. 1:7; Col. 
1:14); 

“Ye who sometimes were afar 
off are made nigh by the blood of 
Christ” (Eph. 2:13); 

2 . having made peace through 
the blood” (Col. 1:20). 

“Wherefore Jesus also, that he 
might sanctify the people with his 
own blood, suffered without the 
gate” (Heb. 13:12); 

“Forasmuch as ye know that 
ye were not redeemed with cor- 
ruptible things, as silver and gold, 
but with the precious blood of 
Christ, as of a lamb without blem- 
ish and without spot” (I Pet. 1: 
18,19); 

“. . . and the blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from 
all sin” (I John 1:7); 

“Unto him that loved us, and 
washed us from our sins in his 
own blood” (Rev. 1:5); 

“Thou art worthy to take the 
book, and to open the seals there- 
of: for thou wast slain, and hast 
redeemed us to God by thy blood” 
Rev, 5:9); 

The Scriptures have many ways 
of expressing what Jesus does with 
our sin. In Isaiah 53:6 the prophet 
says, “All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one 
to his own way; and the Lord 
hath laid on him the iniquity of 
us all.” The Lord has tied all of 
our sins up in one great, crushing, 
load, and has dropped this load 
onto Jesus. The picture here is 
also that of focusing: the Lord 
has focused all of our sin on Jesus. 
He is the recipient of the full 
brunt of our sin. 
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about the revolutionary discovery that 


In pointing Jesus out to His 
diciples, John the Baptist ex- 
claimed, “Behold the Lamb of 
God, which taketh away the sin 
of the world” (John 1:29). John 
alludes to the custom of the Jews 
of sending the scapegoat off into 
the wilderness, carrying with it 
the sins of the people. Jesus hath 
taken away our sins, not only 
from us, but from God, He hath 
hidden our sins from God. God 
cannot see our sins once they are 
covered in. the blood of Jesus. 

“Ye were redeemed by the pre- 
cious blood of the Lamb.” “To re- 
deem” means to buy back out of 
the pawn shop. It means to pay 
the debt on the object being held. 
Jesus, by the sacrifice of His own 
blood, has paid the full penalty 
owed for our sins. We can no long- 
er be held in the pawn shop for 
our sins. We have been liberated by 
one who hath paid our debt in full. 

“And the blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleanseth us from all sin” 
(I John 1:7). Not the blood of 
bulls, goats, or bullocks, but the 
precious blood of the Lamb. Not 
has cleansed, will cleanse, but 
keeps on cleansing all of the time. 
Not most sins, many sins, some 
sins, but all sins. 

Some years ago in Glascow, 
Scotland, there was a notorious 
drunkard. He broke his old moth- 
er’s heart, as does every drunkard. 
We have become polite and now 
call them alcoholics, but changing 
the name of the sin does not 
change the nature of the sin. This 
drunken son committed a crime 
while on one of his drunken or- 
gies. He was committed to prison. 
upon his release his old mother 
made one final, desperate plea to 
him to quit his drinking. She 
pricked her wrist and asked the 
boy to write in her own blood a 
promise that he would never touch 
another drop. 7 

Some ten years later this man 
stood up in a testimony meeting 
and witnessed ““What the blood of 
my mother could not do, the blood 
of my Savior hath done. " “And the 
blood of JESUS CHRIST HIS 
SON cleanseth us from all sin.” 

The blood of Jesus cleanses from 
the past of sin. “Though your sins 
be as scarlet, they shall be as 
white as snow; though they be 
red like crimson, they shall be as 
wool” (Isa, 1:18). “Seek ye the 
Lord while he may be found, call 
ye upon him while he is near: Let 
the wicked forsake his way, and 
the unrighteous man his thoughts: 
let him return unto the Lord, and 
he will have mercy upon him; 
and to our God, for he will abun- 
dantly pardon” (Isa. 55:7). No 
matter how black the skeletons in 
the closet, Jesus saves from all the 
past of sin. “I have blotted out 
thy transgressions.” They are 
erased. When God forgives, He 
forgets. 

The blood of Jesus cleanses 
from the power of sin. When we 
are saved, the slave chains of sin 
are broken. We are no longer in 
servitude to the flesh, This is so 
significant that we will deal at 
length with it later in the mes- 
sage. 

The blood of Jesus saves us from 
the past of sin, the power of sin, 


piand the penalty of sin. We are 


saved from the guilt of past trans- 
gressions. We are saved from the 
tormenting fears of conscience. 
We are saved from the bondage of 
present sin and temptation. We 


‘tare saved from the effect of sin 


in the world to come. | 

During the war years a little 
boy by the name of Billy Meers 
suffered from the terrible disease 
of leukemia in Baylor Hospital in 
Dallas, Texas. He had to have a 
blood transfusion every day — a 
pint of blood every twenty-four 
hours. One day the superintendent 
of the hospital told Billy’s father 


{that the hospital’s blood bank was 


so low that they could not give 
blood to Billy but a few more 
days. The anxious father broad- 
cast appeals for blood over the 
radio and made appeals through 
the newspapers. A sympathetic 
America responded. One hundred 
and twenty WACS in Chanute 
Field, Illinois, each sent a pint of 
blood to Billy Meers in Dallas, 
Texas. This is the story of how 
one lived by the blood of many. 
The Bible is the story of how 
Lmany. lived and live by the blood 
of ONE.

The Conquest of Sin Only By the 
Blood 
Without the shedding of blood 
there is no consciousness of sin, 
there is no cleansing from sin, and 
there is nO CONQUEST OVER SIN. The 


battle with Satan does not end 
when one becomes a Christian. It 
just begins in earnest. God said 
to Cain, “If thou doest not well 
sin lieth at thy door.” Sin is a ti- | 
ger, waiting to pounce upon the 
Christian at the least sign of 
weakness. Sin attacks at the most 
vulnerable spot. The Christian 
must rely upon the same source 
of strength to combat Satan that 
he relies upon for salvation. 
“Ever since by faith I saw the 
stream 
Thy flowing wounds supply, 
Redeeming love has been my 
theme, 
And shall be till I die.” 


In 1945 I taught a class of col- 
ored ministers an extension course 
in Austin, Texas. The course was 
accredited in Southwestern Semi- 
nary, and the attendance of the 
colored brethren was most en- 
couraging, We spent four months 
studying the theology of Paul. One 
night we began to probe into 
Paul’s doctrine of evil. I asked the 
men, “Does the Devil ever come 
to your house?” All the men ex- 
cept one thundered back in the 
affirmative. A young, fine looking, 
well educated young Baptist 
preacher on the front row, replied, 
“an” 

I said, “Brother Phillips, you 
mean the Devil never comes to 
see you?” 

The brilliant young colored 
clergyman retorted, “No sir. He 
never comes to see me. He doesn’t 
have to. He took up lodgment with 
Me many years ago.” 

This certainly is the testimony 
of the Christian. “When I would 
do good, evil is present with me.” 

In Revelation 12:11 we have the 
solution for the problem of the 
Christian and sin: “They over- 
came him by the blood of the 
Lamb.” When we are saved, our 
affections are changed, our 4as- 
pirations are purified, our ambi- 
tions sublimated, New ideals, new 
motives, new purposes are im- 
planted in the very warp and woof 
of our innermost beings. The 
things of the world that once 
seemed pleasant and attractive to 
us, We now see as shoddy, tinsel, 
fool’s gold. The things of eternity 
are now the longing of our souls, 
the hopes of our minds, the very 
life of our hearts. 

I know that Jesus forgives and 
regenerates instantly every one 
who trusts in Him, But everyone 
who professes to be Christ’s fol- 
lower ought day by day to be 
growing: more and more saved, 
more fully filled with the power 
of the divine Spirit, more entirely 
the conqueror of his own lusts and 
passions and evil, more and more 
invested with all the gifts of holi- 
ness and of blessedness which 
Jesus is ready to bestow upon him. 
“These are they which came out 
of great tribulation, and have 
washed their robes, and made 
them white in the blood of the 
Lamb” (Rev. 7:14). 

To “overcome” the adversary 
means to conquer: in a court of 
law it is to win the case; in con- 
flict, to knock the weapon out of 
the adversary’s hand. By that 
blood the accuser is silenced and 
put out of court. By that blood the 
believer destroys the power of Sa- 
tan to buffet him. Victory over 
him at every point is a conse- 
quence of the shed blood of the 
Son of God. 

THE BLOOD OF JESUS CLEANSES THE 
SINNER WHEN HE BELIEVES AND THE 
BELIEVER WHEN HE SINS, 

In December, 1941, I became 
pastor of my first half-time 
church, the Elmo Church some 
three miles out of Calvert, Texas. 
I spent one of the most enjoyable 
years of my life and ministry with 
that church, and just a year to 
the day I accepted my first full- 
time pastorate in Leander, Texas. 

In a few months I received an 
invitation from the Elmo Church 
to return the following August to 
preach in their annual revival. I 
was being taught in school that 
it was not wise for a former pas- 
tor to return to a former pastor- 
ate, but I felt impressed that I 
should accept the revival invita- 
tion. Immediately upon my arrival 
in the community, the pastor ex- 
pressed his anxiety to me over a 
peculiar problem in the church. 
The church property was adjacent 
to the school. The land for both the 
church and school had been deeded 
with the proviso that the land 
would revert bank to the heirs if 
the institutions ever ceased to be. 
The school had consolidated with 
the school in town. The heir to the 
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property claimed he was entitled 
to all of the land because one of 
the institutions had ceased to serve 
its purpose in the community. 

The man causing the excitement 
in the little country church was 
named Henry Ash: The pastor and 
I went to talk with Henry, He was 
a man forty-eight years of age. He 
was an old bachelor. He lived by 
himself. He did not get drunk: he 
just never sobered up. He lived in 
an old house which was occupied 
jointly by him and his’ chickens. 
He slept at night on a dingy old 
cot just beneath the chicken roost. 
He never bothered to change cloth- 
es. When the pastor and I talked 
with him, Henry promised to come 
to the revival services. 

He came the first night of the 
meeting, but he stayed outside and 
got away before anyone could 
speak to him. We did not see any 
more of Henry until the next to 
the last day of the meeting. The 
pastor and I had been out visiting. 
We were starting toward the 
church just as the sun went down. 
We passed Henry going up the 
road, and turned around and went 
back to talk with him. He promis- 
ed to come to the meeting that 
night. 

The largest crowd ever to have 
attended a revival service was 
present in the little Elmo church 
that“night. People were seated all 
around the piano and rostrum. 
Just as 1 got up to preach, Henry 
came in. Some way he managed to 
find a seat on the edge of a 
bench next to the aisle about mid- 
dle ways of the building. I preach- 
ed on, “God’s Best Love for the 
Worldjs Worst Man.” We gave the 
invitation. When we had — sung 
about two stanzas, none had come. 
I went to the rear of the building 
and put my arms around a little 
eight-year-old boy. He came weep- 
ing to the Saviour. I went back 
again and pled with a family living 
in the community to put their 
membership and relationship in the 
church. They came. Then the ser- 
vice broke, and people began to 
come from all parts of the build- 
ing. The pastor whispered to me 
that every one had come but Hen- 
ry. I told him to keep the congre- 
gation singing until I got back. I 
went back to where Henry sat (he 
had not stood when the congrega- 
tion had). I got down on my knees, 
put my head in Henry’s old dirty 
lap, took out my testament, and 
began to plead with him to sur- 
render to the Lord. He used every 
excuse I had ever heard. 

He said, “I’m a Catholic.” 

I said, “Henry, you need to be 
saved.” 

He said, 
enough.” 

I said, “Henry, it isn’t what you 
think, of=yeurself but what God 
thinks of you that matters.” 

He changed his course and said, 
“I’m too mean.” 

I said, “Henry, Christ Jesus 
came into the world to save the 
chiefest of sinners.” 

I do not know how long I pled 
with him, perhaps twenty minutes. 
Finally Henry said, “Preacher, no- 
body cares anything about me.” 

I said, “Henry, Jesus cared 
enough for you to die for you. I 
care enough for you that I am 
here on my knees pleading with 
you to come to the Lord.” 

He stood up. He started to the 
front. The farther he went, the fas- 
ter he got. When he got to the 
pastor, he said, “Preacher, do you 
think Jesus could do anything for 
a man as sinful as me?” The pas- 
tor earnestly assured Henry that 
Jesus had come to save people like 
him. Henry said, ‘Then I give up 
to Him now.” 

The next morning before I had 
breakfast, Henry came up the 
road. He said, “Preacher, I want 
you to take me to town so I can 
get some Clothes to be baptized 
in.” I took him to town, of course. 
That afternoon I went in to get my 
mail. The postmaster said, 

“Preacher, what in the world hap- 
pened to Henry last night? He 
came in here today and apologized 
for a fight he caused in the post 
office fourteen years ago. He has 
been in every store in town ask- 
ing the merchants to forgive him 
of anything he has done displeas- 
ing to them.” 

That afternoon I watched the 
pastor baptize a long line of peo- 
ple. The last one he baptized was 
a man in spotless suit of white

BAEC eS Ash. I have not 
kept up with Henry through the 
years. I do not know how he has 
fared. But the one time I have 
been back to the church in these 
intervening years, Henry took a 
leading part in the discussion of 
the Sunday School lesson in the 
Adult Bible class. 

Dear friend, have you been to 
Jesus for the cleansing power? 
Are you washed in the blood of the 
Lamb? Are you fully trusting in 
His grace this hour? If you have 
put your dependence anywhere 
else, you will not stand in the 
great judgment day. 

“When the roll is called wp yonder, 

We will view with awe and won- 
der, 

All the blood-bought number. 

Will you be in that number who 
have “washed their robes and made 
them white in the blood of the 
Lamb”? If you are not conscious 
of your sin, will you not today 
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realize that He died for you? No 
matter who or what you are, “his 
blood can make the vilest sinner 
clean.’’ If you are a defeated Chris- 
tian, if you are a victim ‘of your 
environment, will you not now 
betake yourself to yon hill Cal- 
vary, and with complete reliance 
upon Him and His_ shed _ blood, 
become the conqueror of self, and 


begin to live victoriously the Chris- 


tian life?
